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GFRC numismatic innovation continues with a follow-on 224 CAC-Only auction sale that 
has again been well subscribed by consignors. As clients become more sophisticated, 
CAC approved early silver type and U.S. gold continue to increase in popularity. After a 
successful initial CAC Only auction sale, the feedback was very positive with 
encouragement for a second event. It is GFRC’s pleasure to be conducting the 274 CAC- 
Only Sale in what could prove to be a regularly scheduled auction theme.

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1839-O F-105 10C, PCGS MS64 CAC, Gem Original, Gerry Fortin Reference Collection. Silver surfaces host light patina in the 
fields, with shades of navy color present above the wreath. Luster is brilliant and frosted, with swirling cartwheels. As is typical for Fortin pieces, 
the strike is bold, with well-defined star centers and a split bow knot. This is the F-105 plate coin in the Fortin web-book, with an obverse rim 
cud at K5 and the mintmark placed to the right. Stars were hand punched in the No Drapery dies, leading to a vertical imbalance with star 1 
placed lower than star 13. CAC notes 67 coins in all grades, with 10 pieces finer. The CAC price guide is $3,520, while PCGS assigns a value of 
$4,000. With all due respect to our good friends at both services, the guides are simply out of date. Remarkably, PCGS Coin Facts records only a 
single sale in all MS grades within the last six years, and that was for an NGC non-CAC piece. Sometimes the absence of data speaks louder than 
the market itself, and we strongly believe this coin is underpriced. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.1 (2002-2004) holder with CAC approval. 


1850-0 F-107 10C, PCGS VF30 CAC, Choice Original, Massachusetts Collection. Slate and blue patina blankets both sides, more 
intensely at the rims, while the high points reveal the lightest color. F-107 with a high, downward sloping date and medium mintmark. The 
strike is typical, with soft stars to the right. A few lines in the left obverse field are noted. CAC has certified 25 pieces in all grades and assigns a 
value of $234. This is a remarkably attractive price point for a well-detailed piece that is not typically encountered with original surfaces. 
Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.0 (2015-2020) holder with CAC approval. 
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1856 Small Date F-110 10C, PCGS MS64 CAC, Doubled Die Obverse North, Gem Original, Gerry Fortin Reference 

Collection. Steely-frosted luster hosts appealing rim toning, with attractive gold and aqua patina evident in the stars, while the reverse legend 
exhibits russet and blue-green color. Star points are sharply defined, and the contours of the bow are readily evident. The overall eye appeal is 
exceptional, consistent with the GFRC Gem rating. F-110, with doubling in the obverse shield, #42 on the Top-100 list. While doubling is most 
prominent at the top of the shield, a careful examination with a glass reveals traces of doubling within the shield itself. The CAC census notes 47 
pieces in all grades, with 13 coins finer. The CAC price guide value is $1,040. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.3 (2005) holder with CAC approval. 
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1859 F-103 10C, PCGS MS62 CAC, Misplaced Date, Choice Original, Cleveland Collection. Bits of light russet patina decorate both 
sides, while brilliant, frosted luster flows from the underlying silver surfaces. Stars to the left are fully struck up, while stars to the right still 
retain center points. F-103, with a misplaced 9 in the gown. This represents #46 on the Top-100 Liberty Seated dime varieties list, which can be 
accessed at http://www.seateddimevarieties.com/major_100_table2.htm. CAC has approved 55 pieces in all grades and values the coin at $507 
in MS62. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.3 (2005) holder with CAC approval. 


1863 F-101a 10C, PCGS MS63 CAC, Choice Original, Wisconsin Collection. Coinage production fell substantially during the Civil 
War, as the federal government preferred paper money that effectively acted as a loan toward the war effort. The Philadelphia Mint struck 
14,460 dimes this year, and survivors in all grades are desirable. Midnight blue color in the partially mirrored fields penetrates the figure of 
Liberty in this example, while the wreath retains most of its silver patina. F-101a, with the date sloping downward, and a die defect at the base of 
(ONDE. This is the only die pair for this year. CAC has certified 22 pieces in all grades, with a price guide value of $4,950. Although not 
inexpensive, this is one of the key Philadelphia dates in the series, and the overall eye appeal is strong. Housed in PCGS Gen 5.0 (2015) Dupont 
hologram holder with CAC approval. 


1866 F-102a 10C, PCGS MS64 CAC, Near-Gem Original, Wisconsin Collection. Partially mirrored fields lead toward rich rim toning 
at the peripheries of this challenging Philadelphia piece. Light dirt neatly outlines the wreath, and the in-hand appeal is considerable. F-102a, 
with an upward sloping date and die defect between the obverse shield verticals 6 and 7. The strike is typical, with softness in the ribbon. The 
CAC census notes 24 examples across all grades, with seven coins finer. As sometimes happens in the Liberty Seated series, business strikes are 
preferable to proofs, of which CAC has certified 37 examples. The CAC price guide is $4,350. Housed in a PCGS Gen 5.0 (2015) Dupont 
hologram holder with CAC approval. The PCGS label indicates the Feldman pedigree. 
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1871 F-102a 10C, PCGS AU58+ CAC, Choice Original, Wisconsin Collection. Rich rim toning surrounds the figure of Liberty, while 
deep sea-green patina fills the reverse. Fields are partially mirrored, an effect more evident at the rims. F-102a, the plate coin in the Fortin web- 
book, with a medium, level date and a die crack connecting the wreath ends. CAC notes 21 pieces in all grades and assigns a price of $312 in 
AUS58 and $499 in MS6o. The CAC population is remarkably low, given that the Philadelphia Mint produced nearly a million coins this year. 
Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.0 (2015-2020) holder with CAC approval. 


1872 F-114 10C, PCGS MS64 CAC, Near-Gem Original, Massachusetts Collection. Tan and silver centers host intense navy-blue 
patina at the rims, with additional russet shades evident in the wreath. Nicely struck, with strong wreath elements and a defined split in the bow 
knot. The overall look is crusty, with underlying, steely fields. F-114, with a downward sloping date and repunching in the last digit. This is a rich 
year for varieties, with 17 die pairs documented in the Fortin web-book. The CAC population is 23 pieces total, and the CAC price guide value is 
$749. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.1 (2020-2023) holder with CAC approval. 


1873-S Arrows F-101 10C, PCGS MS64+ CAC, Gem Original, Oregon Beaver Collection. Steely-frosted cartwheels reveal varied 
russet shades, more heavily on the reverse, which additionally exhibits a splash of charcoal patina. This is a fully struck example with complete 
ribbon detail. F-101, with the thin-style mintmark. Just two die pairs were used to produce nearly half a million circulation strikes in this year. 
CAC notes 25 pieces total, with three coins finer, the highest at MS66. The CAC value in MS64 is $3,820 and advances to $10,500 in MS65. The 
bidders will decide how closely to approach the MS65 price (this coin previously sold at $5,500 in the Branch Mint Collection sale), but in any 
case, this piece presents a compelling combination of aesthetic appeal and exceptional technical grade, separated from finest known status by 
only a point and a half. Housed in a PCGS Gen 5.0 (2015) Dupont hologram holder and CAC approval.

1875-S In Wreath F-102 10C, PCGS MS64 CAC, Near-Gem Original, Gerry Fortin Reference Collection. Delicate rose-russet 
patina graces both sides of this high-grade San Francisco piece. Eroded dies produce satiny, marbled luster with vibrant cartwheels, and the eye 
appeal is compelling. F-102, with an obverse die crack at STATES and another on the reverse, to the lower right. Well-struck, with some softness 
at the head. The Fortin web-book rates the Above Wreath variety as more challenging than the Below Wreath style, and the CAC census agrees 
with this opinion, reporting 18 coins for this variety, vs. 27 for the mintmark-below placement. The CAC price guide may be $749 which is too 
low as the last two GFRC Online Auctions MS64 examples have realized $1650 and $2075. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.1 (2002-2004) holder with 
CAC approval. Note, the reverse center haze is on the holder. 


1877-CC Type 2 Reverse F-102 10C, PCGS MS65 CAC, Early Die State, Gem Original, White Pine Collection. Bright light easily 
activates a plethora of color on the surfaces of this Carson City dime. Obverse shades of aqua, russet, and midnight blue are readily evident, 
while the reverse exhibits a silver wreath set amid shaded fields. Surface are partially reflective and reveal an overall eye appeal that is 
exceptional and not fully conveyed by the images. Type II reverse, with a single point at the end of the left ribbon. The 1877-CC varieties have 
not been completely unsorted, and many discoveries are waiting to be made. This is a nicely struck example, with defined leaves and stalks in 
the wreath. CAC has certified 134 examples across all grades, and assigns a value of $2,780 in MS65. Housed in a PCGS Gen 5.0 (2015) Dupont 
hologram holder with CAC approval. 


1884-S F-103 10C, PCGS AU58 CAC, Choice Original, Massachusetts Collection. Smoky tan patina fills the legend and wreath, while 
the centers exhibit silver-gray color. F-103, the plate coin in the Fortin web-book, with a downward sloping date, while the mintmark is placed 
to the left of the bow center. The Fortin reference rates this as the second most challenging variety for the issue. Note, a few lines are evident in 
the right field. The CAC population is 24 pieces, and the price guide value is $593, which seems low to us, for a near-MS example of a low- 
population issue. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.1 (2020-2023) holder with CAC approval. 
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1888-S F-103 10C, PCGS MS63 CAC, Double Die Reverse, Choice Original, Gerry Fortin Reference Collection. Pleasing lilac 
patina covers both sides, most intensely to the right of Liberty. The overall steely-frosted flash emphasizes the vibrant cartwheels, and the eye 
appeal is strong, more than conveyed by the images. F-103, with an upward sloping date and doubling in the ON(E) on the reverse. CAC has 
approved 23 pieces total. The CAC price guide value is $819, and the $900 reserve is more than fair given the visual pop of this example. 
Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.1 (2002-2004) holder with CAC approval. Note, haze at the lower right obverse is on the holder. 


1891 F-108 10C, PCGS MS64 CAC, Near-Gem Original, Gerry Fortin Reference Collection. Lightly mottled russet and lilac patina 
covers the frosty obverse of this last year of issue Philadelphia piece, while the more untoned reverse exhibits reddish-brown color at the right 
rim. F-108, the plate coin in the Fortin web-book, with stray detail in the lower loop of the 9, and reverse die cracks. Strike is typical, with 
reverse softness at K10. The CAC census notes 157 pieces total, with a price guide value of $530. Although not a challenging date, this remains 
an affordably priced example with substantial luster and original surfaces. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.1 (2002-2004) holder with CAC approval. 
Note, there are lines on the holder to the upper right on both sides. 


1891-O F-128 10C, PCGS MS64 CAC, Near-Gem Original, Gerry Fortin Reference Collection. Heavy die clashes mark the obverse 
of this F-128 example, and is not hard to visualize the reverse design, set upside-down over the figure of Liberty. Indeed, the backwards E, 
imparted from DIME, is plainly visible with the naked eye. Interestingly, the New Orleans Mint had not struck dimes since 1860, and striking 
irregularities are frequently encountered with the 1891-O issue. Aqua and deep-blue shades fill the obverse of this coin, while the reverse is 
marked by smoky tan color. CAC has approved 70 pieces and assigns a value of $583 in MS64. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.5 (2012-2013) holder. 
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1839 No Drapery Briggs 1-A 25C, PCGS AU50 CAC, Choice Original. Gold and charcoal patina fills the stars, while Liberty is marked 
by silver color that is lighter at the high points. A tilt of the coin reveals additional shades of rose and blue, while scattered crust is evident on 
the reverse. Star centers and most of the claw joints are well defined. Briggs 1-A, with a curved, centered date, open claws and reverse die cracks. 
The quarters of 1838 and 1839 exhibit curved date styles, similar to the 1836 Gobrecht dollar. CAC has certified 44 pieces in all grades and 
assigns a value of $1,350 in AU50. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.1 (2003-2004) holder with CAC approval. 


1840-O With Drapery Briggs 2-C 25C, PCGS EF45 CAC, Small O, Choice Original, Springfield Collection. Coin gray surfaces 
host moderate crust, most heavily in the reverse shield, while the lighter color highlights the high points. These markers all indicate a high 
degree of originality, an opinion with which CAC agrees. Briggs 2-C, with die cracks in the obverse shield and bases of STATES connected. The 
CAC population is 41 pieces in all grades, with a price guide value of $749. Ex. Jim Gray (Bowers & Merena, July 2004, lot 2195). This sale 
represented an important opportunity for Liberty Seated collectors, representing near-complete denomination sets, including the unique 1870- 
S half dime and 1873-CC No Arrows dime. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.4 (2005-2011) holder with CAC approval. 


1841-O Briggs 2-C 25C, PCGS MS62 CAC, Double Die Obverse, Choice Original, Springfield Collecton. The New Orleans hoard 
came to light in 1982 during a construction project in the Big Easy. A workman uncovered multiple crates of coins on an old bank site, and 
passersby immediately descended into the construction pit to grab whatever could be had. As such, no inventory was ever produced, although 
the New Orleans dealer James Cohen handled many of the coins. Today it is believed that most examples of the Briggs 2-C, with doubled 
LIBERTY in the obverse shield, originate from the hoard. This example is among the finest survivors, with only a single coin finer reported at 
CAC. Lustrous surfaces are largely untoned, with hints of gold patina evident on both sides. Obverse luster is steely, while the reverse is frosty. 
Nicely struck, with most of the claw joints defined. The CAC census is 34 pieces in all grades, with only the Gardner example higher, at MS67. 
The CAC guide value is $1,800. Ex. Heritage Auctions, May 2003, lot 6117. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.4 (2005-2011) holder with CAC approval. 
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1843-0 Briggs 1-C 25C, PCGS EF45 CAC, Near-Gem Original, Springfield Collection. Medium skin reveals maroon fields with steel- 
gray color in the protected areas. Light crust is evident on both sides, with the highest points marked by coin gray patina. Briggs 1-C, with 
mintmark tilted to the right. While not the rarest date in the series, original pieces are more challenging than one might first think. Steely, 
somewhat reflective luster is evident as the coin is tilted under a light. The CAC population is 33 coins across all grades, with seven examples in 
AU and above. The CAC price guide value is $1,380. Ex. J. J. Teaparty, November 2002. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.1 (2002-2004) holder with 
CAC approval. Light haze is on the holder, near the mintmark. 


1847-0 Briggs 1-A 25C, PCGS AU58 CAC, Near-Gem Original, Springfield Collection. One of the highlights of the Springfield 
consignment, the 1847-O quarter is exceptionally challenging in higher grades. The CAC census is 26 pieces total, with just two coins in Mint 
State, at MS62 and M63. This frosty example is richly toned in varied shades of gold, violet, and presents more effectively than most pieces, 
which tend to be poorly struck. This coin reveals completely defined claws and feathers, with only characteristic softness at stars 4-8 as noted by 
Briggs. New Orleans pieces of this era, across all denominations, exhibit inconsistent production quality, and the present example represents a 
pleasing exception. Briggs 1-A, with the mintmark left of center. The CAC guide value is $7,120. Ex. Stack’s Bowers 2011 ANA sale, lot 10032. 
Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.4 (2005-2011) holder with CAC approval. 


1848 Briggs 2-B 25C, PCGS AU53 CAC, Choice Original, Springfield Collection. This piece has more “pop” than revealed by the 
images, with the residual luster easily breaking through the thick toning. Varied gold and blue patina blankets both sides, with traces of silver 
color present in the protected areas. The Liberty Seated series is full of challenging, lower-mintage coins such as this issue, which was struck to 
the extent of 146,000 pieces. Briggs 2-B, with plain reverse shield. CAC notes 35 examples in all grades combined. The CAC guide value is $718. 
Ex. Matt Mayers, c. 2005. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.4 (2005-2011) holder with CAC approval. 
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1849 Briggs 1-A 25C, PCGS EF45 Gold CAC, Gem Original, Iowa Collection. This Philadelphia quarter originates from the Iowa 
collection, a near-complete set of all-CAC Liberty Seated quarters marketed by GFRC some years ago. Ample luster reflects from the protected 
areas, while the fields are evenly covered by slate and teal patina. Strike is typical, with stars softly impressed. Briggs 1-A, with a high date. The 
in-hand appeal is strong, and bidding will be competitive for this CAC Gold example. CAC has certified 31 pieces total, with two coins at the 
Gold level. Housed in a PCGS Gen 5.0 (2015) Dupont hologram holder with Gold CAC approval. 


1854 With Arrows 25C, PCGS AU58 CAC, Near-Gem Original, Springfield Collection. This frosty Philadelphia piece reveals mixed 
silver and smoky gray patina, more heavily on the reverse. Lighter color is evident at the high points. The strike is sharp, with defined star 
points and cleanly separated claw joints. Die cracks connect obverse stars. Although not a rare coin, this issue is noteworthy as an exemplar of 
the two-year With Arrows design. The CAC census records 115 coins in all grades, with a price guide value of $686. Ex. Classic Silver, November 
2012. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.1 (2002-2004) holder with CAC approval. Note, haze at the lower reverse is on the holder. 


1856 25C, PCGS MS62 CAC, Near-Gem Original, Springfield Collection. Blue and rose patina mixes on the frosty surfaces of this 
popular Philadelphia issue, marked by bits of gold color in the protected areas. The strike is well impressed, with clear star points and near- 
complete eagle feathers. The in-hand eye appeal is strong, making for a perfect collector coin at an accessible price point. CAC notes 72 pieces in 
all grades. The CAC price guide value is $655. Ex. Gene Bruder, June 2006. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.3 (2005) holder with CAC approval. 
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1857 25C, PCGS MS63 CAC, Gem Original, Springfield Collection. The obverse of this frosty example reveals a generous splash of 
russet and teal patina, and the eye appeal is compelling. The reverse is more evenly toned with a light wash of russet color. Active cartwheels 
highlight the exceptional strike, with completely defined eagle claws. This is not always the case with 1857 quarters, a high-production year that 
saw significantly striking variability. The CAC census is 107 coins total. The CAC guide value is $780. Ex. Wayne Herndon, 2007. Housed in a 
PCGS Gen 4.4 (2005-2011) holder with CAC approval. 


1857 25C, PCGS AU55 CAC, Choice Original. A consistent flow of mint frost covers this lovely 1857 Seated quarter. Definitely not a scarce 
date and ideal for an early type coin project. The frosted luster is moderately brilliant and as expected for the certified grade. Speckled obverse 
gold toning is deeper at the periphery. Heightened reverse luster results from a faint golden layering. Strike is typical from a moderately eroded 
obverse die. Strictly original and worth the reserve. Housed in PCGS Gen 6.0 (2015-2020) holder with CAC approval. 


1857 25C, PCGS EF45 CAC, Choice Original, Grimjet Collection. From the Grimjet Collection comes this CAC-approved, popular-date 
No Motto quarter. Gold-gray fields lead toward deeper charcoal shade in the stars and legend, while high points exhibit the lightest color, a 
typical signature for an original piece. This is a pleasing collector grade piece offered at a price level that won't break the bank. Housed in a 
PCGS Gen 6.1 (2020-2023) holder with CAC approval. CAC has approved 107 pieces and assigns a value of $172 in EF45. 
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1857-O Briggs 3-B 25C, PCGS AU58 CAC, Choice Original, Springfield Collection. Yet another low-CAC population coin from the 
Springfield collection, this frosty piece exhibits even, gray-mauve patina with additional goldish shades on the reverse. Bits of steel-gray color 
are evident in the reverse legend. Nicely struck, with sharp detail in the claws. Briggs 3-B, with the mintmark nearly touching the feathers. CAC 
notes 37 pieces in all grades, with five coins in Mint State grades. The CAC price guide value is $1,280. Ex. Jim O’Donnell, June 2002. Housed 
in a PCGS Gen 4.4 (2005-2011) holder with CAC approval. 


1859-S Briggs 1-A 25C, PCGS VF25 CAC, Choice Original. Pleasing coin grey surfaces reveal hints of gold patina underneath as this 
piece is examined under a glass. Light crust clings to the protected areas, more so on the reverse. Briggs 1-A, the only variety for this year, with a 
large mintmark. CAC has certified just 19 pieces in all grades. This piece is remarkably advanced in the census, with only five coins finer 
reported by CAC. The CAC price guide value is $1,800. The San Francisco Mint produced 80,000 quarters in this year, a low figure to begin 
with, and few if any were saved. The issue is particularly challenging in higher grades, without a single Mint State piece reported by either PCGS 
or NGC. While VF25 is generally not thought of as a "higher grade," it may well qualify when considering 1859-S quarters. This offering 
represents an important opportunity for the Seated quarter specialist. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.4 (2005-2011) holder. 


1861 II/II 25C, PCGS MS63 CAC, Near-Gem Original, Springfield Collection. Gunmetal gray patina blankets both sides of this 
popular Civil War issue, with deeper evergreen color evident in the stars and legend. Type II/II, with a pair of verticals present above the E in 
the obverse shield, while the eagle exhibits a convex eye. The strike is sharp, with complete detail beneath the reverse shield, the usual problem 
point. The reverse die is well-detailed in this portion of the coin, and strong strikes were required to fully express the design. Frosty luster is 
consistent with the assigned MS63 grade. The CAC census is 118 coins in all grades, with a price guide value of $910 in MS63. Housed in a PCGS 
Gen 4.6 (2013-2014) holder with CAC approval. 
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1866 With Motto Briggs 1-A 25C, PCGS MS62 CAC, Choice Original, Springfield Collection. Rich shades of gold, lilac, and blue- 
green cover both sides, and the reflective surfaces are pleasing to view under a light. The prooflike luster, a product of polished dies, is typical 
for this scarce issue. Weakness in the reverse shield confirms the all-important business strike attribution. CAC notes just 27 pieces in all 
grades, while the proof population is 49 coins. The 1866 quarter is among the most challenging pieces in the Philadelphia Liberty Seated series, 
along with the 1853 No Arrows, 1867, and 1886 issues. Briggs 1-A, the only die pair for circulation strikes. The CAC guide value is $3,220. Ex. 
Bruce Burnham collection (DLRC, July 2003). Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.4 (2005-2011) holder with CAC approval. 


1870 Briggs 1-A 25C, PCGS MS62 CAC, Near-Gem Original, Springfield Collection. Like the 1866 quarter, this is another issue that 
is more desirable as a business strike, with 25 such pieces reported by CAC, versus 40 examples designated as proof. CAC further notes just two 
pieces finer in Mint State. This reflective example is largely untoned, with gray hints at the obverse rim. The strike is strong, with deeply 
impressed stars and fully defined claws. Briggs 1-A, with die lumps in the reverse shield. The CAC price guide value is $1,950. Ex. Classic Silver, 
c. 2010. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.1 (2002-2004) holder with CAC approval. Note, haze at the lower reverse is on the holder. 


1875-S Briggs 2-B 25C, PCGS AU58 CAC, Choice Original, Springfield Collection. An even layer of frosty, rose-gray patina hosts 
deeper gold shades across the figure of Liberty, while the reverse reveals a dusting of smoky color above the eagle. Stars to the left are soft, as is 
typical for the 1875-S. Briggs 2-B, with a small mintmark placed at the left edge of the feathers. CAC notes 20 coins in all grades, a low 
population within the Liberty Seated quarter series. The CAC guide value is $702. Ex. Bruce Braga, March 2006. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.4 
(2005-2011) holder with CAC approval. 
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1877-S/S Briggs 4-D 25C, PCGS AU50 CAC, S/Horizontal S, Choice Original. Part of the Seated quarter Top 25 Variety Set, the 1877- 
S over an underlying horizontal S is a perennial favorite with collectors. The CAC population is surprisingly low at 21 approved overall with only 
8 in all AU grades. This freshly consigned example is fully choice and consistent with its green bean. Eye appeal is of a higher grade as the 
frosted luster and golden surfaces interact in viewing harmony.

Partially reflective luster 
easily breaks through the medium skin, while rose-gray centers host deeper blue color at the rims, and the eye appeal is exceptional. Briggs 2-B, 
the business strike dies, without the extra digits in the dentils. The CAC population is 28 examples total, with a guide value of $733. Ex. Rich 


Uhrich, March 2016. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.0 (2015-2020) holder with CAC approval. 


1884 Briggs 1-A 25C, PCGS MS62 CAC, Gem Original, Springfield Collection. Largely untoned surfaces reveal a hammered strike, 
with the stars seemingly bursting out of the planchet. Reflective luster imparts a prooflike look as the coin is tilted under a light. Briggs 1-A, the 
circulation strike dies, with the left edge of 1 aligned between two dentils. The CAC census is 37 coins across all grades. Business strike examples 
are significantly more challenging than proofs, of which CAC has certified 71 pieces. The CAC price guide value is $998. Ex. Legend 
Numismatics, October 2002. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.4 (2005-2011) holder with CAC approval. 
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1889 Briggs 1-A 25C, PCGS AU55 CAC, Choice Original, Springfield Collection. This deeply original piece exhibits antique surfaces 
marked by silver and gray patina, while the residual luster is frosty. The Philadelphia Mint struck 12,000 pieces this year, completing the low 
mintage run that commenced in 1879. Briggs 1-A, the business strike dies, with a downward sloping date. CAC notes 57 coins in all grades, with 
a guide value of $702. Ex. Brian Greer, February 2006, previously from Jules Reiver. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.4 (2005-2011) holder with CAC 


approval. 


1890 25C, PCGS AU50 CAC, Choice Original, Springfield Collection. The obverse of this lower-mintage piece is marked by thick, 
silver-gray color with a spray of charcoal patina, while the reverse admits additional gold shades throughout. Briggs 2-B, with a low, even date, 
and stars softly impressed. The CAC population is 70 pieces in all grades. The CAC guide value is $429 in AU50. Ex. J. J. Teaparty, June 2012. 
Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.4 (2005-2011) holder with CAC approval. Reverse haze is on the holder. 


1817 O-111 50C, PCGS AU55 CAC OGH, Gem Original. This GFRC-rated Gem exhibits generous frosty luster, which highlights the 
attractive blue and rose patina on both sides. Deeper navy blue and charcoal colors gather at the rims, framing lighter centers, and the overall 
eye appeal is exceptional. Surfaces are smooth for the grade, with only scattered ticks. O-111, with a center dot on Liberty, and 50 C punched low 
on the reverse. The CAC population is 215 pieces in all grades, with a price guide value of $1,650 in AU55. Housed in a PCGS Gen 3.1 (1993- 
1998) old green holder with CAC approval. Ex. Donald Parsley, who is well-known as the editor of the Overton reference on Bust half dollar 


varieties. 
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1831 0-103 50C, PCGS EF45 CAC, Choice Original. Smooth, steely fields host even slate color while varied patina clings to the protected 

areas. Gold, russet, and silver shades outline the figure of Liberty, and the effect is pleasing. Bust half dollars were struck in large quantities and 
today are eminently collectible at reasonable price points. This CAC-approved example has a guide value of $273, which in our opinion is a solid 
value for an original, well-detailed 19th century half dollar. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.1 (2020-2023) holder with CAC approval. 


1839-O Reeded Edge GR-1 50C, PCGS EF45 CAC, Near-Gem Original, White Pine Collection. The only collectible New Orleans 
Reeded Edge half dollar comes in this year, with a production level just over a hundred thousand pieces. This crusty example exhibits even coin- 
gray color with high points marked by silver-gray patina. GR-1, with a prominent die crack in the reverse legend, the same reverse die as used 
on the ultra-rare 1838-O issue. This "poor man's 1838-O" is reminiscent of the die reuse evident among other rarities, such as the 1873-CC No 
Arrows quarter, the 1861-O Confederate half, and the 1878-S half dollar, all of which have "poor man's" counterparts. These pieces together 
might form an interesting exhibit. CAC notes 107 coins total and assigns a value of $3,600 in EF45. Housed in a PCGS Gen 5.0 (2015) Dupont 
hologram holder with CAC approval. 


1847 WB-5 50C, PCGS AU55 CAC, Choice Original, Saw Mill Run Collection. Golden patina resides in the protected areas of the 
obverse, while the reverse shading is more intense. Both sides exhibit light, scattered crust. Most stars retain center points, while the eagle's 
claws to the left are indistinct. Residual luster is partially reflective. WB-5, with cracks connecting the stars and a vertical die line extending 
from (AMERIC)A. Although not a tough date in the Seated half series, the situation is more challenging when originality is considered. The CAC 
census includes 41 pieces in all grades with 15 examples finer. The CAC guide value is $702. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.0 (2015-2020) holder with

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1849 WB-10 50C, PCGS AU55 CAC, Near-Gem Original, Grimjet Collection. Light gold patina covers both sides with darker shades at 
the peripheries, while dusty bits of crust inhabit the shields. Residual luster is ample for the grade and lies between frosty and reflective, or 
steely in GFRC parlance. Nicely struck, with most of the eagle claws distinct. WB-10, with a possible errant 8 in the dentils below the date. The 
only mark of note lies under the eagle's beak. CAC has certified 51 pieces total, and notes a value of $741 in AU55. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.0 
(2015-2020) holder with CAC approval. Previously from the Dr. Glenn Peterson (there stored in a Dansco album) and Seal Beach collections. 


1852 WB-1 50C, PCGS AU58 CAC, Choice Original, Newtown Collection. This crusty Philadelphia piece exhibits mixed gray, tan, and 
olive patina, decorated by charcoal bits on both sides. This is a better date, with less than a hundred thousand pieces struck, as it became 
profitable to melt silver coins prior to the weight reduction in 1853. CAC has approved only 18 coins in all grades, with four pieces at the Mint 
State level. The CAC price guide value is $3,900. Ex. Eric P. Newman and Seal Beach Collections. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.0 holder with CAC 
approval. 


1853 Arrows & Rays 50C, PCGS EF40 CAC, Choice Original, Saw Mill Run Collection. Silver and grey central figures stand out 
above the uniform slate fields, and the contrast is pleasing. The skin is thick, but a few reflective notes are evident as the coin is tilted under a 
light. The CAC value is $406, a reasonable level for an original example of this popular, one-year type coin. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.0 (2015- 
2020) holder with CAC approval. 
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1853-0 Arrows & Rays WB-3 50C, NGC VF35 CAC, Obverse Cud, Very Late Die State, Choice Original, Motor City 
Collection. Silver coin production spiked sharply following the Coinage Act of 1853, which restored circulation to a healthy level. Die quality 
varied with the increased mintages, and this WB-3 example exhibits an internal cud at stars 11-12. This is a challenging variety, rated by Bill 
Bugert as R6. Steely fields are flashy for the grade and reveal varied gray and blue patina on both sides, in addition to a crescent of chocolate 
color in the lower rays. Strike is typical, with softly impressed stars. CAC has certified 54 coins total and assigns a value of $309. Housed ina 
newer NGC holder with edge view insert and CAC approval. 


1854 With Arrows 50C, PCGS MS63 CAC, Choice Original, Saw Mill Run Collection. This frosty With Arrows piece exhibits a full 
strike, with sharp stars and near-complete feather detail. Silver surfaces host a light mist of olive patina, with a couple heavier concentrations in 
the obverse fields. Note, the diagonal line through the reverse shield represents a scratch on the high point of the die and is as-struck. CAC has 
approved 77 cons total with 13 coins finer. The CAC price guide value is $1,500. Ex. Oregon Beaver Collection. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.0 (2015- 
2020) holder with CAC approval. 


1855/54 With Arrows 50C, PCGS AU58 CAC, 1855/54 Overdate, Near Gem Original, Palos Verdes Collection. Frosty surfaces 
reveal light gold and tan patina, with a few hints of reflectivity evident as the coin is rotated under a light. Strike is typical, with the left claw 
joints blending together. CAC has approved 13 pieces, with only a single piece finer, at MS64. The overdate is most evident in the lower loop of 
5, where a horizontal line extends from the upper right. The CAC price guide is $1,950. Ex. Seal Beach. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.0 (1998-2002) 
holder with CAC approval. 
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1855-O With Arrows 50C, PCGS AU58 CAC, Gem Original, Saw Mill Run Collection. Frosty luster highlights the rich color at the 
peripheries, with the stars and legend exhibiting charcoal and navy patina. The strike is strongly impressed, as most of the claw joints reveal 
separation. CAC has approved 103 coins total, with 44 pieces at the Mint State level. The CAC price guide is $530. Ex. Seal Beach collection, an 
exceptional pedigree in the Liberty Seated space. Housed in a PCGS Gen 5.0 (2015) Dupont hologram holder with CAC approval. 


1856 50C, PCGS AU55 CAC, Choice Original, Saw Mill Run Collection. A light source quickly activates pleasing pastel colors 
underneath the medium skin. Reflective surfaces intensify the color, and the eye appeal is strong. Strike is typical, with the eagle feathers 
melding together. CAC has approved a surprisingly low number of pieces, 39 in all grades, with 13 examples finer. The CAC price guide value is 
$437. Ex. Seal Beach Collection. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.0 (2015-2020) holder with CAC approval. 


1856-O WB-9 50C, PCGS EF45 CAC, Doubled Date, Choice Original. 1856 New Orleans issued halves are often encountered with 
repunched dates. The W-9 is well known for its obliquely doubled punched date that is quite evident during early die state strikes. This mid- 
circulated grade example presents steely light gray fields and darker obverse peripheral gunmetal blue-gray. The strike is completely executed. 
Several obverse field abrasions are noted and consistent with the certified grade. Total CAC approved population stands at 81 pieces with a price 
guide value at $261. Housed in PCGS Gen 6.0 (2015-2020) holder with CAC approval. Please note that the reverse lines are on the holder. 
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1856-O WB-13 50C, PCGS EF45 CAC, Choice Original, Saw Mill Run Collection. Medium skin covers the reflective surfaces of the 
New Orleans piece, with gold and rose centers leading toward deeper gray and blue patina in the stars and legend. WB-13, with die lines 
extending from the olive leaves into the left wing. Strike is typical, with soft detail beneath the reverse shield. CAC has approved 81 pieces and 
assigns a value of $261 in EF45. Ex. Newtown Collection. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.4 (2005-2011) holder with CAC approval. 


1858 50C, PCGS AU58 CAC, Near-Gem Original, Saw Mill Run Collection. Frosted centers lead toward thin bands of russet and blue- 
green patina, while steely fields radiate generous flash. The eye appeal of this fully struck example is compelling, and not fully conveyed by the 
images. Slight rub at the high points likely prevented Mint State consideration, even if the overall luster is fully consistent with a much-higher 
graded example.

CAC has approved 46 pieces total and assigns a value of $374 in 
AU50. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.6 (2013-2014) holder with CAC approval. 
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1859-0 50C, PCGS MS63 CAC, Choice Original, Saw Mill Run Collection. Frosty, marbled luster hosts a spray of chestnut patina atop 
gold-olive color in the fields. Original silver shade hides in the protected areas, more so on the obverse. Eagles claws to the left blend together 
while those to the right are sharp. The flash easily penetrates the medium skin, and the overall eye appeal is more compelling than revealed by 
the images. CAC has approved 66 pieces total, with ten coins finer. The CAC guide value is $2,400. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.5 (2012-2013) 
holder with CAC approval. 


1860 50C, PCGS EF45 CAC, Choice Original, Saw Mill Run Collection. This is mark-free piece for the grade, which exhibits hints of 
original luster when flipped under a light.

A cloud of deep gray color rises above the eagle, framed by smoky slate shade in the 
legend. An active cartwheel is slightly reflective and quickly rotates under a light source. The strike is completely hammered, with strong detail 
in the hair and completely defined eagle claws. This is an excellent piece for comparison purposes, the very definition of a sharp strike. WB-4, 
with a centered mintmark tilted right, an earlier die state without advanced die cracks. CAC has certified 68 pieces total, with 11 coins finer. The 
CAC price guide is $1,150.

Additional tan shades are evident on the reverse, while rims on both sides 
are more deeply toned. CAC notes 102 pieces in all grades, with 34 pieces at the MS level. The CAC price guide value is $858. Ex. Seal Beach 
Collection, a premium quality consignment previously handled by GFRC. Housed in a PCGS Gen 3.1 (1993-1998) old green holder with CAC 
approval. 


1861-O W-1 50C, PCGS VF35 CAC, Union Administration, Near-Gem Original, Ft Lauderdale Collection. Steely fields exhibit 
gray-russet patina, while the central figures are marked by silver color at the high points. W-1, with a tine at the upper left of the first 1, and a die 
clash at the right edge of the reverse shield. This is one of the nicest W-1is handled by GFRC, with smooth surfaces for the grade and pleasing 
color. CAC notes 111 pieces in all grades, with a price guide value of $546 in VF35. CAC does not recognize the Wiley varieties for the 1861-O, but 
specialists appreciate that the WB-1 and WB-2 Union-struck coins are challenging. We expect that this piece will sell above the guide value. 
Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.1 (2020-2023) holder with CAC approval. 


1866 With Motto 50C, PCGS AU55, CAC, Near-Gem Original, Grimjet Collection. Residual luster remains evident under the thick 
skin of the lower-mintage Philadelphia example. Intense blue color clings to the protected areas, while deep tan and chestnut color fills the 
fields. Although not scarce, the Mint struck less than a million pieces this year, moving this issue solidly outside of a "type coin" classification. 
CAC has certified 30 pieces in all grades, with 14 coins finer. The CAC guide value is $546. Ex. Dr. Glenn Peterson Collection. Housed in a PCGS 
Gen 6.0 (2015-2020) holder with CAC approval. 
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1866-S No Motto WB-1 50C, PCGS EF40 CAC, Choice Original, Newtown Collection. Medium skin reveals coin-gray surfaces, with a 
fine mist of charcoal patina evident on both sides. The stars and legend host deeper slate color, and the overall eye appeal is wholesome. This is 
a low-mintage issue, 60,000 pieces, struck prior to the reception of the With Motto dies at the San Francisco Mint. While obviously not at the 
level of the 1878-S, this issue remains one of the keys to the San Francisco Seated half set. Previously from the GFRC Quito Collection sale, 
where it realized $3,606. CAC has approved 37 pieces total and assigns a value of $2,750. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.4 (2005-2011) holder with 
CAC approval. Note, haze marks are on the holder. 


1868 50C, PCGS EF40 CAC, Choice Original, Saw Mill Run Collection. Deeper slate patina in the stars and legend frames grey fields, 
while silver color marks the high points. A tilt of the coin does not readily reveal luster, typical for a coin at the EF40 level. This is a better date, 
with less than half a million pieces struck, in an era when hard money was scarce. The CAC population is a low 23 pieces in all grades, a 
remarkably low number, especially as compared to the 1870-CC (22 coins) or 1878-CC (32 pieces) issues. CAC assigns a value of $390. Housed 
in a PCGS Gen 4.5 (2012-2013) holder with CAC approval.

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1869 50C, PCGS AU58 CAC, Gem Original, Saw Mill Run Collection. Ample, frosted luster creates an exceptional cartwheel for the 
grade, and the visual pop is immediately evident. Silver centers lead toward russet color in the stars, while the reverse is more untoned. Star 
points are sharp, while the left claw joints meld together.

1870-S WB-2 50C, PCGS AU58 CAC, Choice Original, Palos Verdes Collection. Bright light readily activates the steely luster of this 
San Francisco example, revealing rose-gray patina on both sides, with deeper shades evident in the stars and legend. WB-2, with the date placed 
to the right, and a high mintmark. The 1870-S half is not rare, but becomes especially tough as one approaches Mint State grades. The situation 
is even more challenging when considering originality. Indeed, CAC notes only 24 coins in all grades, with seven pieces finer. The CAC guide 
value is $2,700.

1878 50C, PCGS AU50 CAC, Gem Original, Saw Mill Run Collection. Rich gold-rose patina fills the fields of this partially mirrored 
Philadelphia piece, while the central devices retain silver and gray color. Emerald shades neatly outline the eagle, and the eye appeal is strong. 
Star points are mostly sharp, while the eagle claws to the left join together. The CAC census includes 37 pieces. The CAC price guide value is 
$351. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.1 (2020-2023) holder with CAC approval. 
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1880 50C, PCGS MS64 CAC, Near-Gem Original, Saw Mill Run Collection. Rose, gray, and blue shades cover both sides of this late- 
date Philadelphia half, more evenly on the obverse. This piece is the very definition of "skin," with patina that seemingly might be peeled away 
from the underlying silver surface. The Mint stuck less than ten thousand pieces this year, though to be sure many were saved at the time of 
issue. Still, CAC has certified only 37 pieces in all grades, with 18 coins finer. The CAC price guide value is $3,300. Ex. Newtown Collection. 
Housed in a PCGS Gen 5.0 (2015) Dupont hologram holder with CAC approval. 


1881 50C, PCGS MS63 CAC OGH, Gem Original, Saw Mill Run Collection. Prooflike fields host a frosty Liberty, accompanied by 
russet and blue patina in the stars. The reverse is more richly colored with even blue-green shade in the fields, while the rose-toned eagle sits 
above the surface plane. The in-hand eye appeal is exceptional and consistent with the GFRC Gem rating. This is a better date in the 
Philadelphia half series, with ten thousand pieces coined in this year. The CAC census notes 35 pieces total, with 15 finer examples. The CAC 
price guide in MS63 is $2,100. Ex. Seal Beach Collection. Note, obverse lines are on the holder. Housed in a PCGS Gen 3.1 (1993-1998) old 


green holder with CAC approval. 


1884 50C, PCGS VF25 CAC, Near-Gem Original, Saw Mill Run Collection. Light crust outlines the design elements, while subtle blue- 
rose patina is evident underneath as the coin is tilted. Circulated half dollars from the 1880s are challenging, as many pieces were saved at the 
time of issue, and survivors tend to be in higher grades. Indeed, CAC counts only 13 pieces in grades below Mint State. CAC notes 42 coins total 
and assigns a value of $1,040 in VF25. Ex. Seal Beach Collection. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.0 (2015-2020) holder with CAC approval. 
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1925 Norse Medal, PCGS MS66 CAC, Thick Planchet, Gem Original. Although not legal tender, Norse-American medals were 
authorized by Congress and are collected as part of the U.S. commemorative series. This example exhibits even silver-steel patina with charcoal 
color at the peripheries. As expected at the MS66 level, this flashy piece reveals only a few well-scattered ticks. CAC has approved 260 pieces, 
with only two examples finer. The CAC guide value is $1,580, a reasonable price point for a near-finest known example. Housed in a PCGS Gen 


6.0 (2015-2020) holder with CAC approval. 


1925 Norse Medal, PCGS MS64 CAC, Thin Planchet, Gem Original. Held in conjunction with the 1925 Minnesota State Fair, this 
medal commemorated the hundredth anniversary of the first organized Norwegian emigration to the U.S. The thin-planchet type is more 
challenging than the thick variety, with less than half as many pieces reported by CAC, which notes 122 medals total and 44 examples finer. This 
piece reveals original silver color in the protected areas, complemented by light, smoky gray patina in the fields and high points. The CAC guide 
value is $718. Housed in PCGS Gen 6.0 (2015-2020) holder with CAC approval. 


1799 B-5 BB-157, NGC VF25 CAC, Choice Original, Ft Lauderdale Collection. Deep, even slate fields create cameo contrast with the 
silver-gray central devices, while the high points of Liberty and the eagle exhibit the lighter shades. The original surfaces are smooth for the 
grade and overall appeal is wholesome. The Bust realization of Liberty represents one of the most iconic designs in American coinage and 
immediately evokes the mythology of the 1804 dollar. While this piece obviously cannot claim the same level of rarity, it remains a pleasing 18th 
century example of the early Mint's workmanship. Housed in an NGC Gen 17 (2004-2008) holder with CAC approval. The CAC price guide 


value is $3,380. 
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1871 $1, PCGS AU58 CAC, Near-Gem Original. High-grade survivors of this date tend to come "baggy" due to long term storage at the 
Treasury, with coins impacted by some level of movement within the vault. This frosty example is better than average, and most of the surface 
marks are well-distributed. The surfaces are largely untoned with a thin, maroon halo evident at the rims. Nicely struck, with near-full detail 
beneath the reverse shield. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.6 (2013-2014) holder with CAC approval. CAC has approved 124 coins and assigns a value 


of $2,000. 


1870-S Type 3 Indian Princess G$1, PCGS MS63 CAC, Choice Original, Island Lake Collection. Ample luster flows from the 
surfaces of this better-date San Francisco one-dollar gold piece, with the obverse revealing frosty flash, while the reverse is a touch more 
reflective. The western Mint struck 3,000 pieces this year at its new facility on Fifth and Mission Streets, a building today dubbed the “Granite 
Lady.” The low mintage creates demands for this coin across all grades, with a Guide Book price profile substantially advanced above the type- 
coin level. This high-grade survivor exhibits yellow-gold patina with the barest hints of copper color scattered on both sides, and the in-hand 
appeal is compelling. CAC has approved 22 pieces total, with seven coins finer. The CAC guide value is $11,200. Housed in a PCGS Gen 5.0 
(2015) Dupont hologram holder with CAC approval. 


1839 Classic Head G$2.5, PCGS AU55 CAC, Gem Original, White Pine Collection. Even green-gold patina blankets both sides of this 
Classic Head quarter eagle, accompanied by remaining luster in the protected areas. Marks are minimal for the grade are well-scattered across 
the surfaces. Struck at four different Mints, the production of the entire Classic Head $2.50 series was less than a million pieces, and the 
recently published reference by Daryl Haynor (with John McCloskey) sets the stage for a renewed interest in the series. CAC has certified 19 
pieces total, with three pieces finer, the highest at MS61. The CAC price guide value is $6,300. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.0 (2015-2020) holder 
with CAC approval. 
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1841-C Liberty G$2.5, PCGS AU50 CAC, Choice Original, Lizard King Collection. Rich orange patina fills the fields of this better date 
$2.50, with traces of crust outlining devices on both sides. The Charlotte Mint steadily produced Liberty Head quarter eagles from 1840 to 
1860, but the mintages throughout the series are consistently low. The 1841 production is typical, with 10,281 examples coined in this year. This 
piece is minimally abraded for the grade, and the overall appeal is excellent. CAC has approved 27 coins total, and their price guide value is 
$5,850. Housed in a PCGS Gen 5.0 (2015) Dupont hologram holder and CAC approval. 
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1845-0 Liberty W-1 G$2.5, PCGS VF35 CAC, Choice Original, Lizard King Collection. The New Orleans Mint produced Liberty 
Head $2.50s from 1840 to 1857, and this year represents the most challenging coin in the series, with just 4,000 examples coined. This piece 
reveals green-gold fields with bits of crust embedded in the recessed areas, more so on the reverse. Winter 1-A, with the 1 in the date 
prominently double punched, the only die pair for this issue. The CAC census notes 24 pieces in all grades and assigns a value of $6,600. For 
those contemplating rare date gold, the opportunity to acquire the toughest New Orleans coin in the Liberty Head quarter eagle set should not 
be overlooked. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.1 (2020-2023) holder with CAC approval. Ex. John McCloskey, as noted on the service tag. 


1846-D/D Liberty, PCGS EF40 CAC, Near-Gem Original, Lizard King Collection. Rich orange and copper patina fills the deeply 
basined fields of this challenging Dahlonega $2.50. The relief of this piece is high, with design elements rising substantially above the planchet 
plane. Minimal dirt resides in the date and legend, and overall eye appeal is strong, with a near-Gem GFRC rating. CAC has approved seven D/D 
coins (along with 32 examples of the regular 1846-D) in all grades. The D/D variety is unpriced by CAC, with a value of $3,150 assigned to the 
normal variety. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.4 (2005-2011) holder with CAC approval. 
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1851-0 Liberty W-1 G$2.5, NGC AU58 CAC, Repunched Date, Choice Original, Lizard King Collection. Even yellow-gold color 
flows from the surfaces of this lustrous near-Mint State example, with residual flash remaining in the protected areas on both sides. Traces of 
crust are evident on the obverse while heavier dirt fills the southwest quadrant of the reverse. Marks are well distributed with no major 
distractions. This coin is challenging in higher grades - CAC notes 46 Mint State examples of the 1851 Philadelphia issue, versus only six coins 
from New Orleans. For the 1851-O specifically, the CAC census reports 46 coins total, the highest at MS62. Winter 1-A, with a repunched date. 
The CAC price guide value is $2,620. Housed in a new large font NGC holder with CAC approval. Note, the repunched date designation is not on 


the holder. 


1856 Liberty G$2.5, PCGS MS62 CAC, Choice Original, Lizard King Collection. As is typical for 19th century Mint State gold, the 
peripheries of the coin suggest full Gem flash while the fields reveal marks that moderate the luster to the assigned grade. This example exhibits 
rose-gold patina with more intense copper color scattered on the reverse. The strike is strong, with sharp stars and claws. Marbled, pillowy 
luster is easily evident on both sides. Although the 1856 issue is not rare in an absolute sense, the situation is more challenging when one 
considers original preservation. CAC has approved 59 coins in all grades, and the CAC price guide value is $1,230. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.0 


(2015-2020) holder with CAC approval. 


1872 Liberty G$2.5, PCGS AU58 CAC, Choice Original, Lizard King Collection. One encounters rare dates frequently in the U.S. gold 
series, and this post-Civil War issue was struck to the extent of just 3,000 pieces. A deep orange-gold patina fills both sides, and a strong strike 
boldly renders even the busy detail beneath the eagle. Sharply reflective surfaces contrast neatly with the central devices, and the aesthetic 
appeal is readily apparent. CAC notes 16 pieces in all grades, the highest in MS63, and assigns a value of $6,250 in AU58. Housed in a PCGS 


Gen 6.1 (2020-2023) holder with CAC approval. 
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1896 Liberty G$2.5, PCGS MS64 CAC, Gem Original, Oregon Beaver Collection. Frosty, orange-gold luster flows from the smooth 
surfaces of this late-date Philadelphia piece, highlighted by rose hints within the central figures. The strike is complete, with deeply impressed 
stars. The cartwheel effect is on full display, and the GFRC-Gem rating is fully warranted. This is the epitome of a pleasing type coin, showcasing 
the Liberty Head design will full detail and ample flash. CAC has approved 97 pieces total, with 42 coins finer. The CAC guide value is $1,220. 
Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.0 (2015-2020) holder wit the 30th Anniversary old green holder retro label. 


1841-C Liberty G$5, PCGS VF30 CAC, Choice Original, Ft Lauderdale Collection. Intense honey gold patina covers both sides of this 
Charlotte five, with lighter shades resting in the protected areas. Gray-gold patina marks the high points, possibly imparted by storage in a 
leather container. As with all Charlotte Liberty Head half eagles, production was minimal, with 21,467 pieces coined in this year. Southern gold 
discoveries were never plentiful but remained at levels sufficient to sustain production at the Charlotte and Dahlonega Mints until the advent of 
the Civil War. The strike of this example is typical, with softness in the stars and lower feathers. CAC has certified 23 pieces total and assigns a 
value of $2,480. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.4 (2005-2011) holder with CAC approval. 


1847-D Liberty G$5, PCGS EF4o0 CAC, Choice Original, White Pine Collection. Russet and chestnut patina grace the yellow-green 
fields of this better-date half eagle, while bluish-copper patina is evident in the protected areas as the coin is tilted. Dahlonega half eagle 
production never exceeded 100,000 coins annually, and all examples are highly prized, regardless of date. The CAC population is 24 coins 
across all grades, and the price guide value is $3,900. The low CAC population cannot be overemphasized, and, with 16 years of operation, the 
CAC census is unlikely to appreciably increase. Collecting all of the Dahlonega fives might be a stretch for many, but the half eagle seven-piece 
mintmark set is a popular collecting objective that includes examples from Philadelphia, the three southern Mints, and the three western Mints. 
Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.0 (2015-2020) holder with CAC approval. 
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1882-CC Liberty G$5, PCGS EF45 CAC, Choice Original. Carson City gold has a particular allure, evoking the Old West, card-playing 
cowboys, and get-rich-quick schemes fueled by fertile gold mines. Like the Internet economy, only a few made it big, but the overall growth still 
created opportunity for millions of middle-class Americans. This Carson City five is a worthy survivor of the Gold Rush era, with reflective, rose- 
orange luster remaining in the protected areas. Bits of original dirt are present here and there, and the strike is typical, with a few soft stars. 
CAC has certified 137 coins in all grades, with a price guide value of $2,850. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.1 (2020-2023) holder with CAC approval. 
The label indicates the Fairmont pedigree. 


1903-S Liberty G$5, PCGS MS64+ CAC, Gem Original, Wisconsin Gold Collection. Exceptional luster flows from the surfaces of this 
San Francisco five, and the GFRC Gem rating is no surprise, given the in-hand “pop” of the flashy fields. Even yellow-gold color blankets both 
sides, interrupted only by a few ticks that are consistent with the MS64+ technical grade. The CAC population is 234 pieces, with 68 coins finer. 
The CAC guide value in MS64 is $1,460 and $3,850 in MS65. How far the price will advance toward the MS65 level is up to the bidders, but this 
example will easily exceed MS64 money. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.0 (2015-2020) holder with CAC approval. 


1850 Liberty G$10, PCGS AU55 CAC, Large Date, Choice Original, Wisconsin Gold Collection. Residual luster lies in the protected 
areas of this Large Date example, contrasting with the minimally abraded fields. The surfaces are somewhat reflective, and the overall flash is 
pleasing for the grade. Copper patina is occasionally evident, most noticeably at star 1. Stars are softly impressed, while a few of the claw joints 
exhibit separation, if faintly so. While western gold discoveries were substantial in this era, original survivors of the nation’s related coinage are 
surprisingly scarce. The CAC population is 38 coins, with only four pieces at the Mint State level. The CAC price guide value is $1,930. Housed 
in a PCGS Gen 6.0 (2015-2020) holder with CAC approval. 
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1884-CC Liberty G$10, PCGS VF30 CAC OGH, Choice Original. Well-preserved, original surfaces and residual luster complement the 
copper-gold patina of this Carson City ten. Surfaces are exceptionally smooth for the assigned grade, and the overall eye appeal is strong. 
Certain CC eagles are more challenging than others, and this issue easily falls outside of the "type coin" range with less than ten thousand 
examples struck. The CAC population is 41 pieces in all grades, and the CAC price guide value is $3,450 in VF30. Ex. White Pine Collection, 
previously sold by GFRC in December 2021 for $3,250. Housed in a PCGS Gen 3.1 (1993-1998) old green holder with CAC approval. 


1894 Liberty G$10, PCGS MS62 CAC, Choice Original, Wisconsin Gold Collection. Yellow-orange patina underlies ample luster on 
both sides of this Philadelphia eagle. The strike is sharp and completely renders even the pesky eagle feathers beneath the shield. CAC notes 224 
pieces in all grades, with a price guide value of $1,980. While not especially scarce, even with CAC approval, survivors with original surfaces still 


represent only a small fraction of the overall population. This piece offers a pleasing combination of aesthetic appeal while retaining substantial 
value as a store of gold bullion. Housed in a PCGS Gen 4.4 (2005-2011) holder with CAC approval. 
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1894-0 Liberty G$10, PCGS MS62 CAC, Choice Original, Wisconsin Gold Collection. Yellow-gold color fills the fields of this largely 
untoned New Orleans ten, while remaining luster readily flows from the protected areas. Marbled flash betrays a few prooflike hints as the coin 
is tilted under a light. A healthy strike plainly defines the star centers and claw joints. Despite a mintage of just over a hundred thousand pieces, 
the price profile of the 1894-O is somewhat close to that of a type coin, especially in grades below MS63. Such opportunities are frequently 
encountered in the gold series, which is generally not collected by date and mintmark. CAC has certified 53 coins total, with five examples finer. 
The CAC price guide is $3,000, with a jump to $8,400 in MS63. Housed in a PCGS Gen 5.0 (2015) Dupont hologram holder with CAC approval 
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1904-0 Liberty G$10, PCGS MS63 CAC, Near-Gem Original, Island Lake Collection. This piece lies in the sweet spot of the pricing 
curve, with CAC valuing MS63 coins at $3,000, while MS64 examples are listed at $10,500. Still, this coin remains reasonably high in the 
condition census, with only 12 examples reported finer by CAC. Few collectors of the time pursued branch Mint gold, and during this period one 
was more likely to see Philadelphia proof coins listed in auction sale catalogs. This evenly colored yellow-gold piece reveals traces of rose patina 
and retains substantial original luster, complemented by a fully hammered strike. The CAC census notes 72 pieces total. Housed in a PCGS Gen 
6.1 (2020-2023) holder with CAC approval. 


1910-S Indian G$10, PCGS MS63 CAC, Choice Original, Wisconsin Gold Collection. Few collectors of the early 20th century 
pursued gold coins by date and mintmark, and high-grade survivors, especially from branch Mints, can be surprisingly challenging. Although 
the San Francisco Mint struck nearly a million eagles in this year, the CAC census notes only eight pieces finer. This yellow-gold example offers 
thick, frosty luster, cooled with swirling cartwheels. Blemishes are minimal and only scattered ticks are evident. The CAC population is 99 coins 
total and the CAC guide value is $8,550. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.0 holder with the Fairmont Collection pedigree noted on the label. 


1896 Liberty G$20, PCGS MS64 CAC, Near-Gem Original, Wisconsin Gold Collection. The heft of a $20 gold piece is immediately 
evident to even the non-collector and easily conveys the notion of substantial value. The highest denomination of the universally prized yellow 
metal is meant to impress, and even more so when in the highest grades. This GFRC-rated Gem is a flashy survivor with substantial luster, 
which exhibits varied shades of orange and rose-gold color. The strike is defined throughout with separated hair strands and eagle feathers. CAC 
notes 100 coins in all grades, with only two coins finer. The CAC price guide in MS64 is $6,000, advancing sharply to $21,600 in MS65. Housed 
in a PCGS Gen 6.0 (2015-2020) holder with CAC approval. 
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1928 St Gaudens G$20, PCGS MS65+ CAC, Gem Original, Wisconsin Gold Collection. This GFRC-rated Gem is a superb example of 
the $20 Saint, with exceptional luster interrupted by only scattered ticks. Saint-Gaudens’ design is perhaps the most popular within American 
numismatics, driven by a conscious effort on the part of President Roosevelt to introduce more aesthetically pleasing designs into the nation’s 
coinage. It is no surprise that the U.S. Mint resurrected this concept for the American Eagle gold series introduced in 1986. This example 
exhibits yellow-gold color, with subtle copper-rose patina surrounding the figure of Liberty. The CAC price guide is $3,580 in MS65 and jumps 
to $5,560 in MS66. Housed in a PCGS Gen 6.0 (2015-2020) holder with CAC approval.
